There is a big difference between 
condoning marijuana use and pro- 
tecting children from drugs. 
Decriminalization acknowledges the 
social reality of marijuana and frees 
users from the stigma of life-shatter- 
ing criminal records. What's really 


needed is a regulated market with 
age controls. 

Separating the hard and soft drug, 
markets is critical. As long as mari- 
juana distribution remains in the 
hands of organized crime, con- 
sumers will continue to come into 
contact with addictive drugs like 
cocaine. This “gateway” is the direct 
result of a fundamentally flawed 
policy. 

In the words of Canadian Senator 
Pierre Claude Nolin, “Scientific evi- 
dence overwhelmingly indicates 
that cannabis is substantially less 
harmful than alcohol and should be 
treated not as a criminal issue but as 
a social and public health issue.” 
Marijuana may be relatively harm- 
less, but marijuana prohibition is 
deadly. 

The biggest obstacle to marijuana 
law reform in Canada is the U.S. 
government. Despite evidence that 
punitive marijuana laws fail to deter 
use, the former land of the free and

“Why should there only be letters 
of suppert for the new applicant, 
why not for the existing stations as 
well?” 

CHUM, which owns stations 
including Citytv, MuchMusic and 
Bravo!, goes before the CRTC begin- 
ning June 16. The commission is 
receiving letters until May 22. If 
CHUM is granted a license it will 
become the fifth major television sta- 
tion in the city. 


Where the art is 
PACE decides to stay put 


Last Wednesday the Professional 
Arts Coalition of Edmonton met to 
decide whether to continue with its 
work. 

PACE is a lobby group represent- 
ing the Edmonton arts community. 

In the last few years, some have 
felt that the volunteer-based organi- 
zation has lost some of its relevance. 
So last week, twenty-five people 
from Edmonton's arts community 
including representatives from the 
Brian Webb Dance Company, Street 
Performers Festival, L’Uni Theatre 
and the Citadel met to decide its fate. 
The decision on whether the body 
still has a role: a resounding “yes.” 

“PACE has been around for 16 
years and in the last couple of years 
it has become inactive. It’s kind of 
lost its focus, energy and drive. 
People are fairly discouraged from 
lobbying the Alberta government 
because nothing ever changes,” says 
Shona Neil, PACE treasurer and 
Workshop West GM. “We were talk- 
ing about things like how the Kaasa 
Theatre was closing. No one knew 
what to do and we decided the point 
is PACE is what people should turn 


to. 

While Edmonton’s arts communi- 
ty has expanded and thrived over 
the last two decades, funding 
hasn‘t. To prevent the collapse 
of any more arts venues, 
they’re going to need more 
money, and that means more 
work on PACE’s part 

The Alberta Foundation for 
the Arts is the provincial fund- 
ing body and gets its money 
from lotteries. It received a $3 mil- 
lion funding increase in this year’s 
budget, but that was the first and 
only increase since 1989 

‘In the last 14 years, the number 
of arts organizations has doubled 
but the amount of money [we've 
received] only brings us up to mid- 
1990s standards if you take into con 
sideration inflation and population 
growth,” says PACE steering com- 
mittee member and Alberta Craft 
Council Executive Dir Tor 
McFall. “We are repute. 
second worst arts funding 
Ontario.” Nevertheless, he says 
PACE was happy to get some new 
money and wrote a letter of thanks 
to Community Development minis- 
ter Gene Zwozdesky 

From the province's side, 
Zwozdesky—himself a former com- 
poser and conductor for Shumka 
dance troupe—wants the arts com- 
munity to keep in mind that when 
the huge cuts of the 1990s came 
down, arts funding went untouched 
“Then a lot of budget increases hap- 
pened in ’95, 96, 97, but arts weren't 
refunded because they hadn’t been 
cut,” he says. 

Still, PACE has some ideas about 
where funding should be and points 
to the stats to prove the need. 

“Canadian consumers spent $21.3 
billion in 2001 on cultural goods and 
services, including the entertainment 
industry. That's more than they 
spend on tobacco, alcohol and 
games of chance combined,” says 
McFall. “What's more, Edmonton 
and Calgary had the highest spend- 
ing on art works and events per 
capita in the country.”

Representative Caucus MP Deb 
Grey. 

Any move on Noce's part is going 
to have to wait, however. Until the 
leadership race ends in November, 
there’s a freeze on Liberal nomina- 
tions. As well, a redistribution of rid- 
ings in 2004 will cause a further 
complication: Edmonton is getting 
another federal seat that will split up 
the area that is currently Edmonton- 
North. Noce says he would try for 
the nomination in Edmonton North

Noce, who's been a card-carrying 
member of the Liberal party since 
1984, says he had no interest in run- 
ning provincially. “My interest has 
always been at the municipal and 
federal levels. Municipal govern- 
ment is very grass roots so you can 
make decisions that directly affect 
the municipality and actually see the 
fruits of your labour. Federally, I 
think the City of Edmonton should 
continue to get its fair share of 
resources. 

And as to what he thinks the 
Liberals chances are of taking anoth- 
er majority next time around: “T 
think that in the last decade the 
opposition has not been able to cap- 
ture the imagination of Canadians.”

LARRY BOOI'S LAST DAYS AS PRESI- 
dent of the Alberta Teachers’ 
Association were spent responding 
to the recent announcement of mas- 
sive teacher layoffs across the 
province. Needless to say, it's a very 
interesting time to be leaving office. 

Last Friday, as he prepared for the 
association's annual general meet- 
ing, Booi discussed the reasons 
behind his departure, his thoughts 
on the looming cutbacks and his 
hopes for the future of education in 
Alberta. 


Why are you stepping down as 
president of the Alberta Teachers’ 
Association? 
When I took on the job I said I'd do it 
for one term for sure (which is two 
years) and then I'd consider a sec- 
ond term if circumstances warrant 
ed, but I wouldn't think of going 
beyond that. And I really think 
you've got fo have a turnover in 
these positions or you block up the 
whole organization. We had a vigor- 
ous competition for the leadership 
and [that kind of competition] kind 
of renews your organization. 
So what's on the agenda for your 
last official weekend in office? 
In theory, although I stay in office 
until June 30, this is the last annual 
general meeting so Ill be giving a 
summary . We're a democrat- 
ic organization. The legislature has 
83 members, we've got 450 delegates 
that are elected by teachers from 
every part of Alberta that are con- 
verging on the Westin Hotel this 
weekend for three days. 
That's the same number of teachers 
that Edmonton stands to lose. 
Trust me that irony wasn’t lost on 
anyone. It’s not a numerical protest 
but there’s kind of a feeling among 
the delegates that each one of them 
represents one of those teachers that 
will be cut in Edmonton alone. 
Across the province, it could be as 
many as a thousand. 
You're leaving at what seems to be 
a crucial time. Why now? 
First of all, I’ve done what needed to 
be done in terms of trying to create a 
whole lot more focus and in terms of

creating some momentum for 
change in public education. So I’m 
leaving this position but I’m not 
leaving the work. I’m staying on as 
past president and I’m staying on as 
the fies of our political action task 
force. 

We have 32,000 well-educated 
members, they could potentially 
have a much bigger impact on the 
political process, and we're going to 
try to ensure that they do. So, I'm 
going to be doing a lot of work on 
that in the next two years. I'm not 
going anywhere. 

How did the job cuts happen? 
Teachers were awarded a 14% pay 
increase in arbitration and the 
money was supposed to be there. 
Why wasn't it? 

The government failed to put in the 
$160 million to cover the increase. 
Unfortunately, the government 
makes the laws and they just didn’t 
make that one. So here’s what hap- 





pened: they appointed the arbitrator. 
And he concluded that these increas- 
es are “fair, reasonable and in the 
public interest.” He also said that in 
2003 the boards would not be able to 
pay for it and that the government 
would have to address this in their 
funding. So what did the govern- 
ment do? Well, the teachers accepted 
the award, the boards accepted the 
award, and the government walked 
away from its responsibility to pay. 
Thursday, Premier Klein appeared 
on the evening news repeating: 
“It’s a fact: Alberta teachers are the 
highest paid in the country.” Is that 
a fact? 

Well, it’s not a fact. The Premier has 
picked one category where theyre 
the highest and then dwelt on that. 
That is teachers who have four years 
preparation and ten years experi- 
ence are the highest. Most of our 
teachers are not there. But even so, 
let's say we were the highest paid.

The Wicked... Peace putz What 
do Nelson Mandela and the Dalai 
Lama have in common with George 
W. Bush and Tony Blair? Not much? 
Not so. They’ ve all been up fora 
Nobel Peace Prize. Earlier this 
month a right-wing Norwegian par- 
liamentarian nominated the US pres- 
ident and British prime minister for 
the international honour. So what 
does initiating war have to do with 
peace? Jan Simonsen says the coali- 
tion attack on Iraq was a “small 
war” that worked to prevent a much 
bigger conflict in the future.

YOU HAD PROBABLY NEVER HEARD 
of the Vinnell Corp. before the brutal 
bombing that killed at least nine of 
its employees in Saudi Arabia last 
week, but you should have. 

This is the second time Vinnell’s 
Saudi operations have been targeted. 
The first attack, in November 1995, 
hit the headquarters of the Saudi 
Arabian National Guard, or SANG, 
and a nearby office complex that 
housed Vinnell employees. Though 
both attacks were decried by U.S. 
officials as senseless violence, they 
actually had a chillingly clear, brutal 
logic. 

Vinnell’s job in Saudi Arabia is to 
train the national guard, which 
Jane’s Defense Weekly has described 
as “a kind of Praetorian Guard for 
the House of Saud, the royal family’s 
defense of last resort against internal 
opposition.” That is why company 
employees were targeted in 1995 
and again last week. The story of 
how an obscure American firm 
ended up becoming an integral part 
of the Saudi monarchy’s handpicked 
internal security force is a case study 
in how unaccountable private com- 
panies have become a central tool of 
U.S. foreign policy. 

Vinnell was founded in 1931 as a 
small Los Angeles-area construction 
firm. According to a 1975 profile of 
the company in the New York 
Times, the firm’s early growth was 
tied to the building of be L.A. free- 
way system, work on the Grand 
Coulee Dam, and the construction of 
Dodger Stadium. 

But by the end of World War II, 
the company was already dabbling 
in military work, funneling guns to 
Chiang Kai-shek to fuel his efforts to 
displace the cornmunist regime in 
Beijing. In a memoir, former CIA 
operative Wilbur Crane Eveland 
described using his title as Vinnell 
vice president as a cover while 
working in Africa and the Middle 
East in the early 1960s. 

Vinnell’s military contracts took

reported that the company landed 
work building military airfields in 
Okinawa, Taiwan, Thailand, South 
Vietnam, and Pakistan. At the height 
of the Vietnam conflict, Vinnell had 
5,000 personnel in that country. 
According to a March 1975 article in 
the Village Voice that quoted an 
anonymous Pentagon source, the 
company did everything from base 
construction to military operations. 
The source described Vinnell as “our 
own little mercenary army in 
Vietnam.” 

Also in 1975, the company 
received a $77-million contract to 
train the Saudi National Guard. The 
deal raised eyebrows at the time 
both among Senate hawks like 
Henry Jackson and John C. 
Stennis—who questioned the pro- 
priety of a private company under- 
taking such a sensitive military train- 
ing mission—and reformers like 
then-Wisconsin Rep. Les Aspin, who 
found evidence suggesting Vinnell 
had used a middleman to bribe 
Saudi officials for the contract. When 
Peter Arnett, then an Associated 
Press reporter, asked one of Vinnell’s 
“men in Riyadh” whether he viewed 
himself as a mercenary he was told: 
“{WJe are not pulling the triggers. 
We train people to pull the triggers. 
Perhaps that makes us executive 
mercenaries.” 

There is circumstantial evidence 
to suggest that at times Vinnell 
employees went beyond “training 
people to pull the triggers.” In 1979, 
when a rebellion rocked the Saudi 
regime and opposition forces occu- 
pied the Grand Mosque at Mecca, 
Vinnell “trainers” were reportedly 
on the scene, helping to coordinate 
the Saudi military response. By 1981, 
when Ronald Reagan declared that 
he would not let Saudi Arabia 
become “another Iran,” Vinnell’s 
role in propping up the regime had 
become even more critical. 

The question now is what to do 
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about companies like Vinnell, Whig 
is currently a subsidiary of Northy,, 
Grumman Mission Systems, and

There have been recriminations , 
recent days about whether Said 
officials did enough to protect the 
Vinnell compound, but these criti. 
cisms miss the larger point: Why js 
necessary for a U.S. company to pj, 
such a central role in training the 
Saudi regime's Praetorian Guard? 
And if the hired “protectors” of thy 
Saudi regime can’t even protect thei 
own employees in the kingdom, his 
the time come to rethink the Us 
commercial / military presence j; 
Riyadh? 

Just as Secretary of Defense 
Donald Rumsfeld has suggested 
decreasing the U.S. troop presence iy 
Saudi Arabia, it may be time to look 
at reducing the role of private mili. 
tary companies there as well 

As the second attack on Vinnell in 
eight years suggests, in the contexi 
of Saudi society, the presence of 
“executive mercenaries” is apparen}: 
ly no less provocative than the pres. 
ence of uniformed personnel 

While we're looking at the Saudi 
situation, let's also review the wis 
dom of using private military com- 
panies like Vinnell, DynCorps, and 
Halliburton to do everything from 
bombing drug labs in Colombia to 
rebuilding Iraq. If we are going to 
rely more heavily on these firms'o 
carry out U.S. policies, let's at least 
set some clear ground rules for thet 
operations, to ensure a higher level 
of transparency and accountabiliy. 

Curbing the privatization of our 
foreign policy would be good for 
our democracy, good for Americas 
global reputation, and good for he 
employees of companies like 
Vinnell, who have all too often bet 
put in harm's way.

Elastic’s video installations tend to redefine the space they occupy and question the 
viewers’ perspective and perception. Their videos are inhabited by a.presence that either 
manifests itself clearly or becomes latent only by the tension the work generates. 7 


hrough 
installations, performances and their signature use of infrared filming, they attempt tc 
reveal what the naked eye is supposed not to see and, at the same time, accentuates the 
artifice of the representation, its distance with any given reality. Video is not employed as a 


way of recording the world but rather as a poetic tool to experiment with the transfiguration 
of phenomenological experiences. (J Zugazagoitia, Curator, Guggenheim Museum) 


In FLOW, the spectator goes through the screen-diaphragm frontier to find himself witness 
of an intimate video scene (a contemporary metaphor of the Venus Bath) Relating to the 
art historical theme of the bather watched in her intimacy, we are discovered, as the video 
creature becomes aware of the presence of an intruder. FLOW seizes the spectator as a 
voyeur. Embarrassed by the stare of the spectator, the character responds to our intrusion 
in her privacy with fright and surprise. The public eye penetrates like a flow of water in a 
Private intimacy. The video creature exists because we look at her.

The inquisitive look of the character opens a dialogue, an interaction that questions our 
place in the device: one wonders, as in Alice in Wonderland, in which side of the mirror are 
they situated, and what lies beyond.

What happens to performance when it is presented as an image and what is our relationship 
: to or with that image? It raises questions about presence. In the video-performance Julie-C 
will try to become an image, frozen, physically untouchable, pointing out the distanced position 
of both the artist and the spectators. At the same time, does the presence of the performer, 
and her emotions, give an illusion or sense of reality to the game? Julie-C is questioning 
whether the inclusion of a presence of a real person, within the bounds of a simulated game- 
: world, changes the dynamics of the individual viewer in relation to the game. How does the 
physical presence of a stranger affect one’s intimate comfort and ability to take risks? 
Julie-C’s performance consists of a video-loop, projected vertically with a scale of 1/1. Ina 
-tragicomic way, the audience is shown a game in which Julie-C is hung on the wall like a 
painting. The video conveys a sense of anxiety that is generated when the game lasts too 
long. The loop is virtually seamless, as Julie-C, by the end of the loop, returns to the fixed 
position that she was in at the beginning. 


Julie-C. Fortier bridges video and performance art. She questions the act of representation 
/ and the underlying mechanisms related to performance through video performances and 
: installations. She structures the frozen aspect of her image and the ways used to animate it. 
| To do this, she creates situations where she exposes herself to various events involving basic 
' special effects usually produced when shooting the videos.

Men 
around the world are using chatrooms and similar technologies to communicate their desire. In 
urban settings throughout the world there are ‘not-dissimilar’ men engaged in a similar act of 
searching and communication, that of cruising.

EVERY YEAR FOR THE LAST FOUR 
years, Latitude 53 has been putting 
together a festival of performance art 
called Visualeyez. Todd Janes, the 
executive director of Latitude 53, 
curates the week-long line-up of 
international and local performance 
and time-based artists, with exhibits 
ranging from streaming video, spo- 
ken word performances, interven- 
tions, and site specific installations. 

“{ think it’s pretty phenomenal. 
It's great because we're the only 
annual festival of performance art, I 
think, in North America, and for 
sure in Canada. When I travel, peo- 
ple say, ‘Oh yeah, Edmonton— 
Visualeyez.’” 


And although performance art is 
sometimes perceived as alienating to 
the average person on the street, the 
sheer number of installations and 
performances should make the fest 
unavoidable and therefore, perhaps, 
more approachable. And making 
connections, in a sense, is what 
Visualeyez is all about. 

“One of the reasons we wanted to 
do a festival is because with perfor- 
mance art, you're often disconnected 
from other artists. It’s to present 
work, but also to get to see each 
other’s work.” 

‘As oddball a reputation as the 
medium has, often the immediacy of 
an installation or performance 
makes it ideal for dealing with issues 
of perception, interpersonal contact, 
and social critique. Appropriately, 
this year’s theme is “The 
Misplacement of Intimacy.” 

The obvious question, then, is 
where did it go?

THIS WEEK THE JUBILEE AUDITOR- 
ium will be turned into the largest 
workshop stage you’ ve ever encoun- 
tered as four of this generation’s 
most talented roots-songwriters 
swap tales, tunes and inspiration in 
what's being billed as Guitar Pull. 

John Hiatt, Lyle Lovett, Guy 
Clark and Joe Ely have released 66 
albums between them; each fills 
their recordings with contemporary 
musical poetry, and every song 1s 4 
gem. All four are musical outlaws, 
bucking trends and the whims of 
the music business to produce their 
own recordings, in their own way- 

It only seems natural that at some 
point in time they would find them- 
selves ona stage together, doing 
what they do best: sharing the expe- 
riences of life’s journey in an inti- 
mate, compelling and totally mes- 
merizing fashion 

The youngest of the four is Lyle 
Lovett, born in Klein Texas. Lovett 
emerged in the early ‘80s, but many 
considered him to have more in 
common with the likes of the late 
Townes Van Zandt than his contem- 
poraries. 

John Hiatt is the token non-Texan 
in the bunch. Born in Indiana, Hiatt 
is a songwriter’s songwriter with 
over 600 songs in his catalogue. In 
fact, his songs are so universally 
admired that two tribute albums 
have been made in his honour. Over 
the years, everyone from Iggy Pop 
to Bob Dylan has covered his songs 
and this past week he released his 
new album Beneath This Gruff 
Exterior, featuring his band, The 
Goners. 

Guy Clark, born in Monahans, 
Texas, is an expert at literate, wry, 
songwriting. He is like a master car- 
penter, taking each of his song ideas 
and crafting a gem chock full of 
vibrant imagery and lasting memo- 
ries, yet making sure there is very 
little waste in a song—every word is 
selected and placed for maximum 
effect. 

Joe Ely, born and raised in 
Lubbock, Texas, may be best known 
for the legendary Flatlanders, the 
band he formed along with Butch 
Hancock and Jimmie Dale Gilmore 
in the early ’70s. SEE caught up with 
Ely—over the horn from Austin, 
Texas—and asked how the idea for 
this show came about. 

“4 guess it all goes back to 1990 or 
‘91. Lyle and me had the same man- 
ager who got us together to doa 
songwriter thing at a club in New 
York City. John and Guy joined in 
and we ended up doing shows in 10 
or 15 cities. We've tried to keep it 
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going over the years but it means 
breaking up four bands’ touring 
schedules. This year we had some 
time so we decided to do eight 
shows in California, six on the East 
Coast and this swing through 
Western Canada” [Vancouver, 
Kelowna, Edmonton and Calgary]. 

“| first met up with Guy Clark in 
the early ’70s. He wrote my 
favourite songs in the whole world. 
We'd get together with folks like 
Townes Van Zandt and swap sto- 
ries and songs. | met John [Hiatt] in 
the mid-80s. We had both started 
recording around the same time, 
and Lyle [Lovett] and I first got 
together in the early 90’s to do these 
original shows.” 

Getting four accomplished song- 
writers on stage simultaneously 
could lead to some bruised and bat- 
tered egos, but such is apparently 
not the case with this bunch. “One 
of the big thrills for me is hearing 
what each player has to offer,” says 
Ely “We all come to these things 
with new material, and every time 
we do’em we hear new stuff. In 
fact, it’s a different show each night. 


It’s not a competition, but some- 
times you'll have a song in mind 
that you want to play and you'll 
change your mind based on what 
you've heard before.” 

With a history of attracting maxi- 
mum capacity crowds, this series of 
shows has been very successful to 
say the least. Ely attributes the secret 
of Guitar Pull’s appeal as follows: “I 
think sometimes people get over- 
loaded by big media events. When 
you get together with just your gui- 
tar, it’s very intimate and personal— 
the audience feels connected.” 

Ely has his own new album com- 
ing out in mid July. A quick listen to 
an advance copy of Streets of Sin 
reveals some of his best work to 


- date and you can bet some of those 


songs will be showing up Sunday 
night. “The songs are not ‘big 
songs,” Ely says. “They're smaller 
songs that have happened in my life 
or that I’m connected to in some 
way, taken from the B-section of the 
newspaper. It’s like a journal, where 
I’m stepping into people's lives.”

MARK FARINA IS WORLD RENOWNED 
for a style that mixes the latest trends 
in house music while giving much 
respect to all of the classics. He 
prides himself with never having 
missed a gig, always being on time 
and abhorring laziness.

Remix recently 
had the chance to chat with him on 
the phone from his home in San 
Francisco. 





Remix: You're from Chicago origi- 
nally? 

Mark Farina: Born and raised. Lived 
there until I was 21 or so. 

R: What did you listen to growing, 
up there? 

MF: Luckily, being in Chicago in the 
mid-80s, | also grew up in theW\ Vax 
Trax era—Big Ministry and Front 
242 fan. The first electronic music | 
liked was industrial. And they 
would mix it non-stop; just a beat— 
like house music but it was ‘80s 
industrial. Major stations at that time 
would have house mixes every day 
There’d be “The lunch mix,” “The 
mix at 6.” Weekend mixes from 9pm 
to 2am; two big stations. I assumed 
other cities had as much house as 
Chicago, but later realized this 
wasn’t the case. 

R: What did your early sets sound 
like? 

ME: Just a fusion of styles. Back then 
you'd have hip house, Latin house, 
Trax stuff, Disco. Starting off though, 
I was trying to please my crowd, 
which was more into industrial and 
early Detroit stuff—Model 5( 0, 
Mayday, Kevin Saunderson. 

R: How did you go from a robotic 
sound to a more jazzy sound? 
MF: I was a roommate of Derrick 
Carter’s around 1990. I learned a lot 
of soul and funk elements digging 
through his collection. He was a big 
influence of mine. [As were] Diz, 
Gemini, Spencer Kinsey, Sneak... a 
lot of the DJs that were playing that 
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style at the time. 

[t also stemmed from the whole acid 
jazz scene. Like the acid jazz label, 
Talkin’ Loud. [I] started getting into 
that stuff: Tribe Called Quest, De La 
Soul. [ also started playing in anoih- 
er room at the club [and I] decided to 
play my mellow records so as to not 
compete with the main room. Back 
then you'd play all night. 9 pm - 4 
am. It was fun to try different styles 
and that’s what led to my style 

R: What do you think of DJs that 
play one specific style of dance 
music? Could you do that? 

MF: Well, if you know your crowd 
that well and they’re up for that style

ACCORDING TO GOOGLE, RON 
Pederson might be a weatherman, a 
marathon runner, a wrestler, a new 
Dad, a sailor, a crown prosecutor or 
some kind of a space engineer. So 
who are you, Ron Pederson? 

“I'm the guy from MADTV! And 
also a space engineer,” says 
Pederson. 

Not to mention the lead in Stewart 
Lemoine’s latest opus, The Margin of 
the Sky—It’s about a screenwriter 
trying to write for a soap opera star 
and his soon-to-be ex brother-in-law 
so he has to be nice to him”—an 
Edmontonian-in-Hollywood story 
that echoes E-town’s collective 
brushes with the world’s second- 
largest entertainment capital. 

But Pederson’s Hollywood cre- 
dentials and alleged expertise in 
aeronautics only begin to describe 
what young Ron is capable of: a 
longtime veteran of the Die-Nasty 
improvised soap opera, he’s also a 
Sterling-award-winning dramatic 
actor (for last year’s The Beauty 
Queen of Leenane). 

Nevertheless, he seems a little sur- 
prised at his recent success. 

“Tt was really positive, especially 
the second half. It was terrific. You 
spend five episodes trying fo prove 
yourself and it took mea while to 
figure out how it works, meeting the 
writers. I went home for Christmas 
and after that they asked me back.” 

Figuring out how it works? 
Sounds simple enough. But listen to 
this grueling schedule: 

“There's a staff of writers and we 
read 30 sketches on Monday. Those 
get whittled down to eight—the pro- 
ducers do that on Saturday—and the 
rehearsals start on Tuesday. So we're 
working on two episodes at a time. 

“As an actor it helps if you're 
pitching ideas to the writers. That's 
really fun for me, and I was always 
walking around with a notebook.” 

His Cinderella story is a nice pay- 
off for the kind of exhausting, only 
sometimes rewarded work that’s 
expected out of cultural workers.

Inits polished form, Carmen Angel 
is a collection of memories and 
dreams narrated by Joe, a haunted 
erimé-scene photographer in his 


mid-30s. Set somewhere in the misty 


1960s, the play takes place during 
the summer that 10-year-old Young 
Joe is sent away from an abusive 
father to live with his childless Aunt 
Lou in a seemingly perfect valley 
town full of odd-ball characters. 

“Y've done plays about people 
staying in small towns or leaving 
them, but this is the first play I’ve 
written that moves in the opposite 
direction,” explains the author who 
hails from a small Saskatchewan 
hamlet boasting only 120 souls. 

“It’s about this urban kid who 
finds rural life exotic and bucolic. 
That's one of the big reasons I decid- 
ed to set it in the mid~-’60s before the 
moonwalk. I wanted to invoke the 
idea of an innocence that no longer 
exists.” : 

Central to Young Joe’s bucolic 
summer of rural exile is “ 

Carmen Angel”, a childhood sweet- 
heart, who lived in a clapboard 
shack on the edge of town and had 
the horrid misfortune of being bru- 
tally raped and murdered on her 


10th birthday. While authorities 
quickly blame Dimi Krapcow, “the 
butcher's idiot son,” Joe remains 
unconvinced the case has been 
solved and remains deeply haunted 
by the crime and his suspicions 
about Eulic the eunuch, the town’s 
pasty-skinned undertaker. 

While certainly not averse to 
moments of typical realistic theatri- 
cal writing, Christenson embraces 
the deeply poetic flow Tremblay’s 
text is following as well as its equally 
powerful visual origins, 

“It’s a deeply poetic piece, but it’s 
also a piece you could just as easily 
tell without any words atall,” notes 
the director who com posed the 
play’s musical score 

“It could swing either way and be 
done as a radio play or as a silent 
movie. We're hoping the audience 





will embrace the experience of the 
piece as if they were lying in a com- 
fortable dark room and having a 
ghost story whispered in their ear.’ 
The intent of the play is to move 
away from the restrictions of hy per 
real and “topical issue-based” the- 
atre and “take ownership of ou 





inner voices, our collective experi- 
ence,” says Christenson. 

“You can have a personal relation- 
ship with TV or movies, but theatre 
needs stories that are larger than life. 
We need to ground ourselves in the 
local community, but it’s equally 
important to put our work into a 
larger context,” he says, noting it’s 
the audience members who come 
into the play with too set a theatrical 
agenda who have the biggest con- 
cerns with Catalyst’s experimental 
approach. 

“Tronically the people who come 
into our shows with little theatrical 
background are the ones who aren't 
going ‘What is that?” 

“There's also a danger that you 
succumb to the fear of intellectual- 
ism and don’t do something because 
it’s going to be seen as being ‘too 
lofty,’” adds Tremblay. 

As for the performance future of 
Carmen Angel, a lot depends on what 
emerges from the reading process. 

“Tt could end up staying with just 
one voice like Elephant Wake or we 
realize it needs a full cast like The 
Blue Orphan,” concludes 
Christenson. “That's what we'll see 
when we get the play on its feet in 
front of an audience.”

THE NORTHERN ALBERTA INTER- 
national Children’s Festival is a vor 
tex of merriment, costume changes 
and activity—it’s Vegas for kids, 
without the pervasive panoply of 
money sucking sin-machines. Sure, 
Vegas has show-biz classic Wayne 
Newton, but from May 27 to 31, St 
Albert has something older and bet- 
ter: classic Buster Keaton 

Joining performance artists from 
Denmark, Germany, France and the 







































US. area five-guy ensemble from 
Australia, Blue Grassy Knoll, who 
trek the globe playing live musical 
accompaniment to the black / white 
silent splendour of 80-year-old 
Buster Keaton films, 

Their biggest fans? Rowdy kids, 

“We encourage audience particl- 
pation during our show and conse- 
quently the kids go absolutely ballis- 
tic. There are times when the 
response is so loud we can’t hear 
ourselves play. They cheer, boo, 
stomp their feet. We've even had 
standing ovations from kids, which 
is incredible. Like in Florida ten days 
ago. | couldn't believe it,” says band 
leader Gus MacMilllan 

Despite the program’s success at 
eliciting youthful blasts, the original 
1996 Grassy Knoll performance 
wasnt geared for kids: it was tal- 
lored for a one-time performance at 
an Australian fringe festival. No one 
was more surprised than 
MacMilllan when this seedling 
sprouted into an international phe- 
nomenon, with a flurry of bookings, 
a cult following and an Australian 
tour which begat a string of global 
excursions. 

While touring the world is a tricky 
full-time job, MacMilllan admits that 
creating the train-hopping sound- 
track to Buster Keaton’s Sherlock Jr 
was also a bit of a stunt, without 
stunt doubles. 

“You have five guys and fourteen 
instruments, so soundtracks can be a 
pain-staking process; it takes months 
for each ‘score’ to evolve. But first 


off, we time the film, we time the bits 
and when that gels, we jam away. 
Once we have a whole slab of music, 
we fit it to the picture. In the end we 
watch the film with the audience 
and the film is the score.” 

MacMillan also says that kids 
witnessing their first Buster Keaton 
abandon the laugh-track solitude of 
television sets, to share a theatric 
sense of community harkening back 
to vaudeville days; in the process, 
imaginations get stoked. 

But awakening a child’s imagina- 
tion remains a festival mainstay 
Troy Funk, marketing manager for 
the Arden Theatre calls the 
Children’s Festival an “imagination 
destination’: starting at the Arden 
and spiraling its way through 
Millenium Park and Lion’s Park, the 
22-year-old festival boasts 73 paid 
venue performances and over 200 
site performances 

“There is a consortium of chil- 
dren’s festivals across Canada and 
these festivals try to share costs for 
artist fees, freight, lodging and air 
flights,” explains Funk. “Brenda 
Heatherington, the festival 
Programming Director, tours show- 
cases around the world to watch 
international artists.” 

Funk is impressed with this year's 
selection of dance, music, theatre, 
puppetry and the various nouveau 
art forms garnishing the festival, but 
he’s even more impressed by the fact 
that eighty percent of the main stage 
shows are already sold. “People, 
don’t procrastinate when it comes to 
buying, tickets,” says Funk. “Last 
year over 50,000 people attended 
this event. Everybody needs some- 
thing to do, places to go, things to 
see. Kids are no exception.”

DANA SAMUEL: PICKUP and COLLECT CALL and 
A DATE WITH THE ARTIST 


"As an artist working with performance and electronic media, | am concemed with the role of narrative as 
mediated through new technology. We generally bring about narrative situations within our daily 
experience and within anonymity, as when we imagine stories about strangers. This is heightened with on- 
line communication since it is only falsely proximal: how much depth can there be in an on-line 
"connection," when the net is non-hierarchical. The mediation of the screen creates a sense of removal 
and we are left to fill in the gaps and project stories onto others. On-line identities shift and are fractalized. 
In my work, the promise of erotic experience and continuous flow offered by the intemet is countered by 
spoken, recorded and written narratives, Documentary intersects with invention to problematize identity 


and artist, real-life and performance, questioning whether distances can be bridged and the interfaces that 
technology produces can be punctured." 


For the past several years, Dana has engaged in ongoing performances over the internet, 
communicating with strangers through internet personals Throughout this period, all of her 
online communications have been mediated and performed through different pseudonyms 
and virtual identities. On occasions when she has met correspondents in person, Dana has 
had to deal with the question of giving up my anonymity. 


Pickup (Edmonton) consists of a series of posters displayed publicly using text from 
messages received via the internet personals 


Online personals offer a "collect call" service, allowing users to gauge interest from another 
member without having to pay. Frequently, men pay for the service while women use it for free 
and can call others collect. In Collect Call, Dana will publish a cell phone number: 
(416-825-4452) both online and publicly, using printed calling cards, which will be left around 
the city. She will leave my cell phone on as often as possible while in Edmonton and will be 
unable to control the frequency of phone calls for which she picks up the tab. 


Finally, Dana will be arranging to meet, in person, as many of her virtual and cellular 
correspondents as possible. Her itinerary, which will be posted on the Latitude 53 website, 
details when and where she will be meeting her correspondents; the public is invited to tag 
along on her dates or to watch from a distance. Ideally, each Date with the Artist will be 
punctuated by the ringing of her cell phone, which will be set to the loudest volume. In this 
work, Dana explores the complex dynamic that occurs when moving from the fantasy space 
of mediated communication to the reality of physical interaction.

Something White II is a solo performance, which incorporates dance, electro-acoustic 
music, and video projection. Inspired by the poem, "August: Nietzsche in Turin" by 
Gennady Aygi, Judith’s performance is centered around the life of Nietzsche 


In the fall of 1888 Nietzsche was in Turin and wrote his last great texts. At this time his 
opposition to the current developments of natural science provoked an unresolvable 
crisis in Nietzsche. A doctrine as he saw, which absorbs the human being, materializing 
it and deconstructing the aura of it's heroic self determination; a theme which can be _ 
found throughout his work and which became later appropriated and corrupted by Nazi

about a year ago. The name comes from 
author Chuck Palahnuik’s (Fight Club) book 
Survivor, in which he calls the punk and 
“goth” girls in Portland’s Pioneer Square 
“Suicide Girls.”

“To me, punk means ‘do-it-yourself, 
argues Joanna. “They'll tell you they started 
with, like, a thousand bucks and did it 
themselves but it’s not true. They have big 
bucks behind them and can take out 
$20,000 ads in Playboy. Whereas we print- 
ed up 100,000 flyers and basically drove 
across the country handing them out at 
shows.”

Suicidegirls.com, on the other hand, 
encourage members to download flyers 
and hand them out forthem ("We have 
naked pictures of that cute Goth girl who 
hangs out at the coffee shop. Find them at 
suicidegiris.com.”) Clever, huh? 

There is definitely something savvy and 
slick about suicidegiris.com that makes it 
feel more professional than punk 

Still, the site does seem to reflect the 
community it's about. Most punk porn sites 
feature a mix of music and dirty pictures 
Suicidegirls.com features interviews with 
the Flaming Lips and, um, Joe Jackson. Is 
he punk? 

Members can also join “groups” like the 
“hair” group, for lovers of synthetic hair, or 
the “morbid” group, for, well, the obvious 

And on the “boards,” you can discuss 
anything from the featured hotties—with 
names like Zarina, Fractal, Tiamat and 
Mitten—to music, pop culture and current 

events (“Communism: Yes or No,” reads 
one thread)

My favourite part of the site, though, is 
the link to suicideboys.com, which mem- 
bers started on their own in order to post 
male nudie-patooties. Sure, they're all skin- 
ny, white boys, but that kinda works for 
me. And, yeah, the quality of images mostly 
sucks, but it’s so cool to see guys trying to 
look all sexy for once. 

Meanwhile, burningangel.com (the name 
plays on that good girl/bad girl thing) is a 
much simpler, hipper site. 

Joanna says they started just over a year 
ago with one band interview and five girls, 
including herself 

“1 felt it would be hypocritical to ask 
other girls to pose when | wasn't willing to 
myself,” says Joanna, who also supports 
herself as a stripper when not working on 
burningangel. 

The site now features almost 40 girls, a 
few couples (a “Sid and Nancy,” of course), 
CD reviews, alternative erotic stories, and 
links to music and other punk porn sites. 

The emphasis here is on attitude and let- 
ting the women decide how they want to 
depict themselves 

“Genesis,” for example, poses with a 
gun. Some stand in their underwear, while 
others have fun with dildos and other 
props. 

“We shoot all the pictures in our apart- 
ment; we want the girls to feel comfort- 
able,” says Joanna, who sees the site as a 
great outlet for her feminist politics. “You 
can't force a turned-on face, or if she’s got 
her legs spread and doesn't feel comty, it's 
gonna look awful or clichéd. We want the 
girls to feel empowered by this.” 

Interestingly, almost half of the 200,000 
or so weekly visitors to suicidegiris.com 
are women. “It’s becoming socially accept 





able to see images of naked womer 
find it attractive,” explains Missy, ° 
ple are ready for images that aren't of 
women with things coming out of every aj 
fice. (Our girls] are naked, but it come 
across that they feel empowered by their 
sexuality, and | think that’s something that 
agprels to women, straight, gay, oF bisens 
al.” 

To me, many of these images still : 
pretty cliché, but the attitude, look and 
messages behind it are certainly different 
You won't find a set of pics elsewhere lle: 
the ones of Katie pretending to graphically 
rip her heart out, for example. And the aa 
do look like they're having a good time. 

“You can tell that it’s about what the 
girls find sexy rather than what the audi 
ence finds sexy,” says Missy. “Girls dot 
to express themselves both through af 








images and in the journals they keep on 
site.” 

It's also about being part of a om 
ty, says Missy.
